U. S. TO USE ARMY PRISONS 
FOR ITS FEDERAL CONVICTS 
TO RELIEVE OVERCROWDING 


Plan Decided on by Hoover, Good and Mitchell 
— Leavenworth Barracks to Be Turned 
Over at Once to Department Justice. 


By the Associated Press. . 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—A 
Plan to end in part the overcrowd- 


ing in Federa] penitentiaries has 
been agreed upon by President 
Hoover, Secretary of War Good 
and Attorney-General Mitchell. It 
contemplates, among other things, 
the transfer to the Department of 
Justice of military prisons now only 
slightly used. Such prisons are at 
Leavenworth, Kan., Governor’s Is- 
land, New York, and Alcatraz, Cal. 
These now have only a few in- 
mates and san accommodate more. 

The first move in the new plan 
will be to turn over the Leaven- 
worth military prison to the De- 
partment of Justice. This ar- 
rangement, it is thought, will re- 
lieve conditions in the Leavenworth 
and Atlanta Federal penitentiaries, 
both of which now have nearly 
twice as many prisoners as they 
were designed to accommodate, 

The army also has prisons at 
the various major army barracks 
which it was agreed to turn over 
to the Department cf Justice until 
Congress has had time to study 
the prison situation. 

1600 at Leavenworth. 

The army prison at Leavenworth 
will accommodate 1600 prisoners, 
while those at Governor’s Island 
and Alcatraz both have room for 
more prisoners than are now 
housed. 

After the transfer of the Leaven- 
worth prison, the other two mili- 
tary prison:, which also have been 
under direction of the War De- 
partment, likewise will be turned 
over if it is found necessary. 

President Hoover’s interest was 

directed to the prison situation re- 
cently by an outbreak at the Fed- 
eral Leavenworth penitentiary 
where one prisoner was killed after 
a riot. 
Leavenworth, designed to ac- 
commodat: 2000. prisoners, at that 
time had approximately 3700 with- 
in its walls while the Atlanta pris- 
on, designed to accommodate about 
1800 prisoners, had more than 3000 
incarcerated there. :

“Through the co-operation of 
Secretary Good and the Attorney- 
General I believe we have found a 
temporary solution to the problem 
of overcrowding tn the Federal 
prisons, especially those at Atlanta 
and Leavenworth. 

“The army has three major pris- 

ons—one at Governor’s Island, one 
at Leavenworth and one at Alca- 
traz. 
“The army prison at Leaven- 
worth is a model establishment 
with a capacity of about 1600 pris- 
oners. At present there are only 
600 army prisoners in the estab- 
lishment. At the same time there 
are many vacancies in both Gov- 
ernor’s Island and Alcatraz. Also 
there are vacancies for short time 
prisoners in some of the army post 
prisons. Beyond this there are a 
number of men recommended for 
parole from the army prisons. 

‘Subject to our being able to 
overcome any legal difficulties, it 
is proposed to make the Leaven- 
worth military prison available to 
the Department of Justice as a 
temporary measure pending con- 
struction of further accommoda- 
tions by the Department of Justice. 
This will afford relief to about 
1600 prisoners from the general 
prisons at Leavenworth and Atlan- 
ta.’”’ 

Attorney-General Mitchell an- 
nounced today that he had sub- 
mitted to the Budget Bureau a 
plan for new Federal prison con- 
struction calling for an expendi- 
ture of $6,250,000 over a period of 
six years. 

The proposed program would in- 
clude~a new penitentiary in the 
northeastern and an industrial re- 
formatory in the western sections 
of the country, and also three Fed- 
eral jails at places to be selected. 
After the plan has been passed 
on by the Budget Bureau it will 
be necessary for Congress to ap- 
prove it. In event of favorable ac- 
tion, about three years would elapse 


before work could begin.

TOKIO, Aug. 20.—Refreshed Sy 
baths and sleep after four days 
in the air, the officers, crew and 
passengers of the Graf Zeppelin 
today faced a two-day program of 
Japanese hospitality.

Hugo Eckener, and several of his 
officers, arrived in Tokio from 
Kasumigaura airport this morning 
and started the day’s program by 
making official calls on the Min- 
isters of War, communications and 
n“val affairs. 

A public reception by Tokio citi- 
zens was held in Hibiya Park this 
afternoon. Tens of thousands of 
kimonoed Japanese shouted “Ban.- 
zais” for Eckener and his men, 
waving Japanese and German flags. 

The colors of the German repub- 
lic were prominently displayed 
throughout Tokio to emphasize the 
renewal of friendshiy between the 
two countries, 

Refueling Under Way. 

. At Kasumigaura refueling of the 
Zeppelin and the replenishing f 
the balloons with gas to make up 
for the loss during the four-day 
flight continued. .The ship will be 
ready Wednesday »:ternoon for de- 
parture across the Pacific. The 
Start for Los Angeles is timed for 
dawn Thursday (mid-afternoon, 
St. Louis time) tomorrow.

dexter a servant, one Cornelius, 
who had left her employ and ap- 
pealed to the Embassy for aid. 

Cornelius, who came to the Unit- 
ed States with the Poindexters 
some six months ago, when they 
terminated their diplomatic service 
in Lima, thus becomes the first 
servant of record to create an in- 
ternational “incident.” 

The telegram which Senor Gon- 
zales-Prada sent to Pedro Jose 
Rada y Gamio, the Peruvian Min- 
inster of Foreign Affairs, in reply 
to a direct order to send Cornelius 
back to Mrs. Poindexter, was 
couched in frank language for 
diplomatic intercourse, 

What Telegram Said. 

It said: 

“The orders contained ‘in your 
telegram are unjust and I shall not

“If, to defend the interests of 
a Peruvian citizen who has been 
imposed upon and exploited, con- 
stitutes in your eyes a censurable 
action on the part of a govern- 
mental official, I think differently, 
and, I am not disposed to obey 
your arbitrary instructions, I re- 
sign the office which I hold.” 

The Peruvian charge then pro- 
ceeded to hand back the rebuke 
which the Foreign Minister had 
given him for employing Cornelius 
away from Mrs. Poindexter. 

“I know that this incident is a 
mere pretext,” his message contin- 
ued, “and a culmination of your 
attitude of latent hostility toward 
me from the time when I declined 
appointment as Counselor to the 
Peruvian Embassy in Chile and re- 
fused to associate my name to the 
disastrous negotiations which have 
just been consummated by the ig- 
nominious treaty which you have} 
just concluded. (The Tacna-Ar- 
ica treaty arbitrated by the United 
States). 

“You, Who Have Failed.” 

“Nor am I surprised that my 
present attitude should appear 
blameworthy to you; ill could 
such as you, who have so signally 
failed in the defense of the high- 
est and most sacred rights of 
Peru, appreciate my eagerness to 
protect the interests of a Peru- 
vian in humble circumstances.

“GONZALES-PRADA.”

SWISS AVIATORS 
PASSING AZORES 


Young Flyers Overdue at 


Be Burned All Night at 
Roosevelt Field. 


By the Associated Presse. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Two 
Swiss flyers, scarcely more than 
boys in years and novices in expe- 
rience, were overdue tonight in 


their attempt to conquer the west- 
ward crossing of the North Atlan- 
tic, an attempt in which far better 
equipped expeditions had faile@ be- 
fore them. 

Oscar Kaeser and Kurt Luesch- 
er took off from Lisbon early yes- 
terday morning. They flew over 
the Azores at 1 o’clock, Eastern 
standard time, in the afternoon. 
Up to that time they had main- 
tained a speed of 90 miles an hour. 

Judging from their speed as far 
as the Azores, the Swiss flyers 
should have reached New York at 
4 o’clock this afternoon. They had 
planned to stop in Halifax for fuel 
if necessary, but there was no sign 
of them there. It was foggy on 
the Nova Scotia coast today. 

Roosevelt Field officials decided 
to burn the beacons all night, but 
there was small belief that the 
flyers would arrive, for it was gen- 
erally felt that their fuel could not 
have lasted so long and that the 


audacious young flyers must be 
down somewhere along their 
course. The plane was a French 


land plane with no equipment for 
landing on the water, and the only 
safgeuard in case of a forced light- 
ing on the sea was a rubber suit 
with which each aviator had sup- 
plied himself.

HORTA, Azores, Aug. 20.—Hav- 
ing passed the Azores flying from 
Lisbon, Portugal, two young Swiss 
aviators today were near the North 
. merican coast, if all went well. 

Osc .r Kaesar and Kurt Luescher 
passed over the village of Praia, 
Victoria, Isiand of Terceira, about 
75 miles from Hofta at 6 p. m., 
Greenwich time yesterday (noon St. 
Louis time) and continued in a 
northward direction, apparently 
heading for the Nortneastern At- 
l..ntic seaboard. There was no in- 
dication of any trouble. 

The plane, Known as the “Young 
Switzerland,’’ took off from Juncal, 
near Lisbon, at 7:30 a. m., Portu- 
guese time (12:30 a. m. St. Louis 
tibe), intending to pass over here 
on’ the way to Halifax and New 
York. 

Plan to Refuel at Halifax. 

The aviators -;overed the ess 
than 1000 miles between here and 
Lisbon in 11% hours, indicating a 
speed of approximately 90 miles 
an hour, considerably less than 105 
miles per hour of which their 
white Farman nonoplane with its 
230-horsepower moor is capable. 

After passing Tercc'ra Island the 
flyers faced a trip of about 2400 
mile: to New York, and of about 
1350 miles to Cape Race, the east- 
ern tip of Newfoundland, the first 
land of their course. They hope to 
reach Halifax, Nova Scotia, 650 
miles further before stopping to 
refuel. : 

If the flyers negotiated the west- 
ward crossing and maintained their 
speed of 90 miles an hour they 
should have reached the vicinity 
of Cape Race, Newfoundland, by 
3 a. m., St. Louis time. It would 
be six hours more for their plane 
from Halifax to New York. 

The westward crossing being. at- 
tempted by the two aviators has 
been made successfully but once, 
by the German-Irish trio, Baron 
Von Huenefeld, Capt. Herman 
Koehl, and Maj. James Fitzmau- 
rice, in the airplane Bremen, from 
Baldonnel Field, [reland, to Green- 
ley Island, off the Labrador coast. 

The two flyers are the most 
youthful yet to attempt such an 
ambitious flight project, .

day on street car fares in St. Louis, 
Stanley Clarke, president of the St. 
Louis Public Service Co., said he 
thought there was more than an 
even chance that the experimental 
fare proposed by City Counsellor 
Muench would fail to increase the 
company’s reventdes., 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 
the commission took the matter un- 
der advisement, indicating that it 
would issue an order within a few 
days. 

Muench’s plan, as has been told. 
provides for a book of 12 tickets 
to be used in a given week to be 
sold for 90 cents, the book holder 
to be entitled to additional rides 
in a week at 5 cents each upon 
presentation of the book stub, with 
a 10-cent cash fare for passengers 
not having ticket books. 

The ticket books would be on 
sale throughout the week for 
wHich issued instead of only the 
first two days of the week, as at 
first proposed. 

Today's hearing is a result of the 
Public Service Commission’s ef- 
forts to obtain information yjperti- 
nent to the Public Service Co.’s 
pending application for a 10-cent 
fare, with four tokens for 35 cents. 
A schedule embodying this in- 
creased rate of fare was filed by 
the company July 1, but was sus- 
pended until Dec. 1 by the 2%m- 
mission.

Meanwhile, the commission asked 
for suggestion for a trial fare that 
would give reduction for regular 
riders from the present 8-cent rate 
as an inducement to greater use of 
the cars.

HOW TOKIO CROWDS 
RECEIVED ZEPPELIN

TOKIO, Aug. 20.—The Graf Zep- 
pelin’s stores are being replenished 
and its engines carefully inspected 
for its Tokio-Los Angeles flight, al- 
though the journey of nearly 7000 
miles just completed appears not 
to have impaired them in the least. 

The giant dirigible’s arrival here 
yesterday was one of the most im- 
pressive spectacles the people of 
Dai Nippon have ever witnessed. 
Nearly a quarter of a million peo- 
ple watched as it hove into sight 
north of the city. 

. Lightly it sailed over the swarm- 
ing. twisting streets of the Japanese 
capital at a height of about 600 
feet, all five of the motors running 
flawlessly. 

After circling over the kimono- 
clad thousands standing on house- 
tops, the dirigible swung out to- 
ward Yokohama, returning an hour 
and a half later. After again cir- 
cling over the city it flew straight 
out to the Kasumigaura landing 
ficld, where 500 Japanese sailors 
waited to grasp the landing lines. 

Taken Into Hangar. 

Commander Hugo Eckener gave 
the command to drop the nose line 
at 6:26 p. m. (3.27 a. m. St. Louls 
time). Forty minutes later it was 
in the hangar. Including the cir- 
cling over Tokio and Yokohama, 
the dirigible was in the air 101 
hours and 53 minutes, covering a 
distance of 6950 miles. 

Dusk was gathering as the Zep- 
pelin came to earth. but the vast 
crowds that had waited, many of 
them from early morning, and 
nearly all throughout a blazing hot 
afternoon, could not be restrained 
in their enthusiasm. There was a 
moment of silent tribute as the air- 
ship came down. Then men, wom- 
en and children folded their bril- 
liant parasols and broke into a 
storm of handclapping followed by 
prolonged shouts of “‘Banzai.” 

The Japanese naval band played 
“Deutschland Uber Alles” as offi- 
cials stepped forward to greet those 
who had ‘lown from Friedrichshaf- 
en to Tokio. The ceremonies at 
the flying field lasted until] 8:45 p.

Plans for Europe-to-Japan Dirigi- 
_ ble Service Made. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Aug. 20.—The Graf 
Zeppelin’s flight from Friedrichs- 
hafen to Tokio today brought forth 
a $20,000,000 project for regular 
German-Russian-Japanese air serv- 
ice with terminals in each of the 
three countries. It was announced 
that plans for the scheme had been 
completed. 
Capt. Walter Bruns, executive 
cretary of the Aeronautic Society 
and head of an international com- 
fmittee studying the development 
of international air traffic, said to- 
day the European terminal of the 
Asiatic line would be in Berlin, and 
the Asiatic terminal somewhere 
between Yohohama and Kobe. The 
naval airport at Kasumigaura aiso 
may be used. 

The venture calls for a possible 
later extension of the service over 
the Aleutian Islands to Vancouver 
and San Francisco. , 

The regular stations on the route 
would be Leningrad, Krasnoyarsk, 
Harbin and probably Osaka. Moor- 
ing masts would be used at the 
intermediate points. At Krasnoy- 
arsk the idea is to construct a han- 
gar as a permanent base for a re- 
serve airship. 

The promoters visualize an ar- 
rangement for the transfer of pas- 
sengers to Berlin from airlines all 
over Europe to meet departing 
dirigible liners bound for the 
Orient. Two airships of the Zeppe- 
lin type are considered sufficient 
equipment with a third craft in re- 
‘serve. Four sailings monthly each 
way are planned. 

If all European mail for the Far 
East could be obtained for the air- 
ships, returns would be paid on the 
estimated investment of $20,000,- 
000.

In New Play, Americans Tear Up Declaration 
of Independence and Ask English King 
to Be Emperor.

MALVERN, England, Aug. 20.— 
Officialy the first performance in 
English of. Bernard Shaw’s new 
play, “The Applecart,” was given 
here last night, but the real pre- 


miere was yesterday when several 
hundred dramatic critics, real and 
imitation, representing England, 
America, and the Continent, came 
on special trains or motored to this 
Roman spa to a private perform. 
ance. 

Shaw himself greeted the guests 
clad in a belted shooting jacket, 
which he said was made in 1904, 
and an indescribably peaked tartar 
cap, but he disappeared before the 
end of the play, refusing to .iake 
a speech to the vociferous audi- 
ence 

It is a work which lasts three 
and one-half hours, and _ reveals 
Shaw in a new role as a bitingly 
scornful critic of democracy in 
politics and the vulgarian tenden- 
cies of the present age. The play's 
hero is the King of England in the 
unspecified future, a generation or 
so ahead. 

King Against Demagogues. 

As a disinterested, honest Eng- 
lishman who is not forced to cater 
to the mob for votes or to pander 
to omnipotent big business, he is 
brought into conflict with a British 
“Labor” cabinet of grafters and 
demagogues who demand that he 
shall renounce the right of veto 
and become a political cipher. “he 
King, in an eloquent and lengthy 
speech embodying the new Shaw 
gospel, refuses to do this on the 
groun” that if he goes under the 
people will have no champion left. 

The King’s clash with the cab- 
inet: occupies the first act. The 
second act is i dialogue between 
the King and his mistress, which 
is boring. The whole act could 
be eliminated with great advan- 
tage. 

The intense interest In the play 
resumes with the third act. 

The King, faced with the ulti- 
matum from the cabinet, is visited 
by the American Ambassador, who 
declares the United States has torn 
up the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and has rejoined the Empire 
as a self-government dominion, 


This scene is a masterpiece. The 


Ambassador’s enthusiasm con- 
trasts with the concealed horror 
of the King. It develops that 
America demands that the. King 
become an Emperor because “A 
King is not grand enough.” 

With pathos and dignity the 
King declares that this méans that 
England will becomes andther star 
in the American fiag, ignoring the 
aggrandizement of himself. 

The King refuses, declaring that 
England will fight to the last man 
to prevent absorption and the con- 
sequent removai of the capital to 
Washington. The Ambassador ad- 
mits under pressure that this is 
the essentia) meaning of the pro- 
| posal, but'he shows the King that 
the United Statees is able to en- 
force her decision.

the King tells the Queen, later add- 
ing that the world is now Amer- 
icanized, and that “it is a’ world 
of wops.”’

Japan, Aug. 20.—We are _ here. 


From Friedrichshafen, 
on the border of Switzerland, 
across Western Europe, the length 
of Germany, Lithuania, Russia and 
Siberia, and 1300 miles down the 
coast of Japan to Kasumigaura in 
a little more than four days—6880 
miles in 99 hours, 40 minutes— 
that is the performance of the 


Graf’ Zeppelin! 
The last time I made the Berlin- 
Tokio trip, by railroad, it took 17 
days. Dr. Eckener, Capt. Ernest 
A. Lehmann, Capt. Fleming, Capt. 
Von Schiller, Chief Engineer Seigel, 
Navigators Pruss, Ladwig and 
Sammt, Chief Helmsman Knute 
Eckener and others of the crew, 
20 passengers—one a woman, Lady 
Grace Drummond Hay—all have 
a justifiable feeling of pride in 
this epoch-making flight.

Griesedieck Brewery Raided by 
Nations Feb. 21, 1924. 


Gus Nations raided the Griese- 
dieck Brewery on the morning of 
Feb. 21, 1924, while the forces of 
W. D. Moss, in charge of the field 
force of genera! prohibition agents, 
were circling the brewery  prop- 
erty in automobiles intending to 
raid the place under the direction 
of Moss and David Nolan, chief of 
the Intelligence Burean of the 
individuals arrested by Nations tn 
this district. 

Nations 
Griesedieck, 


arrested Raymond 
officers of the com- 
pany, and 43 employes of the 
brewery. He took his prisoners to 
the Federal Building where he 
herded them together tn the crand 
jury room until Jonn G. Dyott. in 
charge of the prosecution of liquor 
cases, Ordered them released on 
bonds. 

Subsequentiy prosecutions were 
instituted against only one of the 
individuals arersted by Nations in 
that raid, Raymond Griesedieck. 
who was indicted jeintly with Pra- 
ther and Heber Nations, for con- 
spiracy to violate the national pro- 
hibition act. The charges against 
the others were dropped and sev- 
eral of the men were used by the 
Government as witnesses in the 
subsequent trial of Heber Nations. 

The brewery corporation. which 
was indicted with Nations, Prather 
and Griesedieck, pleaded guilty 
and paid a fine of $10.000. Pra- 
ther pleaded guilty when arraign- 
ed before the first trial of Heber 
Nations, who pleaded not guilty. 
and his sentence has been deferred 
from time to time to await the 
outcome of the Heber Nations 
case. A severance was asked by 
the Government as to Rarmond 
Griesedieck and was granted and 
he has not yet been brought to 
trial, but is still under indictment 
Both Prather and Griesedicck were

Passing Moscow Worried 
Russians on Zeppelin 


Lady Drummond Hay 


Writes of Passengers’ 


Life on the Airship From Friedrichs- 
hafen to Tokio. 


LADY DRUMMOND HAY,

KASUMIGAURA AIR STATION, 
JAPAN, Aug. 20.—We gathered in 
the saion at 7:45 o'clock Wednes- 
day night. We watched the twink- 
ling lights of Dunaburg, gateway 


of the Russian frontier. 

The Russian prospect was the 
main topic of conversation at sup- 
per. The meal, by the way, con- 
sisted of hot soup, cold chicken 
salad, cheese and fruit. I culti- 
vated the acquaintance of our Rus- 


jsian passenger. 


Prof. Kharklin is one of the 
quietest of passengers. Others were 
busy writing notes, looking out the 
window and conversing in German 
with the Zeppelin officers. Khark- 
lin conveyed the soviet Govern- 
ment’s wish that the Zeppelin pass 
over Moscow which Dr. Eckener 
said he would try to do. Every- 
one was delighted. As it turned 
out later we were obliged to pass 
up Moscow. 

We were all tired that night ex- 
cept William S.* Leeds, who slept 
all dayg getting up just in time for 
supper Most of us were exhausted 
from the previous sleepless night 
and the intense watching all day, 
sO we crawled off for a few hours 
of sleep. 

Not so Joachim Rickard and 
Baron Von Perckhammer and one 
or two others, who played the 
phonograph and sang throughout 
most of the night. 

Moscow Worried Russian. 

At midnight, Dr. Eckener de- 
cided not to go to Moscow after 
all, since Moscow weather reports 
indicated headwinds which would 
lose us time and cost unnecessary 
consumption of fuel. 

Kharklin seemed more than 
casually disappointed, and was very 
down cast and almost worried. 

Leaving Moscow about 300 miles 
to the south Dr. Eckener turned 
the airship’s nose to the northeast. 

At 1:40 a. m. Friday we passed 
over Wyssnii Wolotscek. Russia 
was still enshrouded in darkness 
although we were so far north. At 
3:30 a. m. I was in the cabin win- 
dow gazing down on the panorama 
of Russian villages, miles of forests 
and ornate Greek Orthodox 
churches. % 

I was on the bridge when we 
passed Vologda at 4 o'clock in the 
morning until Yakutsk was sight- 
ed on Sunday morning. 

Sir Hubert Wilkins was at the 
window when I went to the salon 
at 3 or 4. Karl H. von Wiegand, 
Wilkins and myself took turns 
keeping watch. We were never 
resting all at the same time. Rob- 
ert Hartmann was always on duty 
as long as there was light enough 
to photograph by. 

Our Japanese friends were tire- 
less, enjoying the voyage-—inces- 
santly active and never seeming to 
rest. Dr. Kitano was enthusiastic, 
Dr. Fujioyoshi more reserved. Dr. 
Fujioyoshi seldom asked questicns 
but observed intently and took 
notes all the time. He, Comman- 
der Rosendahl and Lieut. Richard- 
son often compared notes of their 
airship experiences. 

Panorama of Old Russia. 

Friday the panorama of old 
Russia was ours. We can see and 
study every detail of the landscape 
with astounding clearness, The 
peasants live the simple Hfe of 
primitive people whose imagina- 
tion is limited by their own nev- 
er-ending steppes and trackless for- 
ests.

Day begins early in the north- | 


ern latitudes. At 2:30 a. m. Sat- 
urday, I could see the country 
round about us—weird, hideous, 
wrinkled, discolored swamps, fur- 
rowed in thick, fungus-hued folds 
like the decaying, cast-off skin of 
some colossal snake god. 

Wilkins said; “If we didn’t know 
it was impossible, we might al- 
most think that during the night 
the Zeppelin had flown to the 
moon or Mars. This view is po- 
sitively unearthly.” 

Between 3 and 4 o'clock were 
in Central Siberia, latitude 62 
north, longitude 78 east. Swamps, 
patterned fantastically, with in- 
numerable rivers. meandering ex- 
aggeratedly like so muny shining 
serpents, accentuated the freak- 
ish aspect. 

Alkali deposits suggested mil- 
dew, acres of fir trees blown down 
and roots exposed by the violent 
winds, added to the desolation. 

A little later, the swamps gave

Everyone aboard was impressed 
greatly and aij displayed emotion 
at the appearance of a halo 
around the Zeppelin, and also 
three distinct rainbows encircling 
the airship in the storm area, 

About lunch time on Sunday we 
had about the only thrill of the 
whole wonderful trip. The Sta- 
nowj mountains, charted as 32400 
feet, turned out to be really 6000 
feet, which was something Dr, 
Eckener did not expect. Flying 
600 or 700 feet lower than the 
high peak between the mountains, 
the Zeppelin raced and bumped, 
top down, until it seemed that we 
were almost certain to hit one of 
those rugged barren rock faces. 
The passengers seemed to be get- 
ting anxious and the strain only 
left their faces when we sighted 
the Okhotsk Sea. 

Eckener and Officers Happy. 

From the bridge, where Dr. Eck- 
ener and his officers were gath- 
ered, happier than ever I have seen 
them before, I saw the last of the 
Siberian coast disappear in the 
mists as we glided over water to- 
ward Japan. 

When I awakened on yesterday 
(Monday) morning it was to see 
land. Some of the other passengers 
asked me how [ felt. I was happy 
and thankful, 1 .t there had been so 
much to do all the time that the 
days seemed short and the hours 
flew like minutes. 

At last w. were at Japan, set in 
the warm Pacific sea. 

“It is like a dream,” Max Pruss 
said. 

As I write the engines are shut 
off. The Zeppelin is preparing to 
descend to a hospitable airdock 
carefully and courteously prepared 
by the Japanese Navy Department,

Koenigsberg dipped the flag to us 
as we sped o. to the ancient fort- 
ress and to nship, after which the 
battleship is named.

Volodga, Then the Urals. 

We passed the town of Volodga 
and its thickly populated surround- 
ings and we saw thousands of cul- 
tivated plots with herds of cattle, 
remarkably few horses. Wheat, 
oats and rye lay stacked on narrow 
strips under cultivation; other 
strips lay fallow, their dark, irreg- 
ular ends giving them the appear- 
ance of New York skyscrapers fiat- 
tened horizontally. : 

At intervals we passed over for- 
est areas and occasionally great 
lumber towns. As we approached 
the Ural Mountains the country be- 
came less forested and the timber 
lands contained many dead trees. 

We sighted the Urals at noon 
and reached the edge 1t 5 p. m. 
Crossing over this put us in Asia. 

The smoke from a great charcoal 
burner practically covered the 
Urals where we crossed. We 
crossed the mountains in less than 
an hour. 

Then the smoke cleared, divulg- 
ing a small town on a river bank. 
The whole country seemed 
swampy. All roads and tracks were 
corduroyed. But we did not re- 
alize until later what lake swamps 
could really be. For hundreds of 
mile there was no sign of habita- 
tion, yet stacks of grass were evi- 
dence that someone lived here. 
Eighty per cent of the country was 
under water; great circular depres- 
sions, some dry. some filled with

be conceived in hallucinations. 

Thousands of square miles of 
swamp tands, furrowed east and 
west with ridges of higher vege- 
tation, were separated into sec- 
tions by narrow lanes of high 
ground, timber-covered. 

Some parts were surfaced with 
niggerheads. The scene resembled 
rinds of unripe lemons highly 
magnified, this notwithstanding 
that 1 saw more evidence of nat- 
ural wild life there than elsewhere 
on the journey east of the Urals. 

The trails of small animals lined 
each dry ridge. , Startled water 
birds flew from lake to lake; shim- 
mering on the waters. disclosed 
smal! fishes. Occasional swirling 
flashes and the gleam of silver was 
evidence of larger fish. They were 
frightened, apparently, by the 
noise of our engines. The weed- 
ed bottoms of shallow lakes were 
seen; some of the water grass 
reaching the surface waved in re- 
sponse to a wind .pressure which 
also helped us along. 

Much of the area was moss- 
Grown; many thousands of acres 
were covered with white lichens. 
The dark green lake water, vege- 
tation-stained and thrashed by the 
wind, frothed and foamed. 

As we passed from almost a to- 
tal swamp to dwarfed pine ridges. 
I saw lines of trees prostrate, up- 
rooted by the south wind. 

At about longitude 84, latitude 
61, we came into a slightly hilly 
country thickly covered with young 
forest growth. Sluggish rivers 
meandered southward, more crook- 
ed than I had ever imagined pos- 
sible, 

Trails wide enough for horses 
frequently were seen -but only one 
camp, with two tepees and few 
horses, was seen in 700 miles. 

A Few Light Rain Squalls. 

The clouds were lowering. We 
Passed through a few light. rain 
squalls, After passing over sev- 
eral sluggish rivers, we came to 
fairly high hills down which ran 
swift tumbling streams. No birds 
nor animal life were seen on the 
hills. We passed through a few 
clouds and then, in the early morn- 
ing, struck the great Yenissei Riv- 
er. We checked the height with 
the echo-log. 

The engines’ explosions opposite 
a smal] village failed to frighten 
the people, who watched calmly, 
their long rocked shirts and 
wrinkly trousers and boots plain- 
ly to be seen. 

We were over Inbatsja where a 
wireless mast was observed. 

Apparently the people expected 
us. TRey gathered and waved 
wildly. The horses in the streets 
were scared. One, attached to a 
water barrel on wheels, bolted and 
careened along a bogrded foot- 
path, knocked down”a veranda 
post, halting only after the barrel- 
cart capsized. The crowd was in- 
tent on the airship. It did not 
concern itself with the struggling

Rounding the village, we turned 
east through a cumulus of clouds 
and passed over timber-clad moun- 
tains, strewn.with dead tree trunks 
in confusion. There I saw snow, 
a residue from the winter. The 
hill tops were of bare columnar 
rock, much weather beaten, but 
not eroded by water. These hills 
ranged east and west. 

Following the Lower Tunguska. 

Our course followed and “paral- 
leled the lower Tunguska River. 
The tributaries cut deeply through 
gray, gravelly valleys. One solitary 
house. was vccupied—the first real 
house’ we had seen in 250 miles. 

Farther along, I saw a house- 
boat drifting slowly down the 
stream, the banks of which were 
like a modeled canal—the sharp 
delineation caused by ice drifting 
down in the spring and shaving 
down the sides when the spring 
floods are at their highest. 

Occasionally we crossed bends in 
the river, passing under clouds, 
but more frequently .we swung 
around the sharp bends at alti- 
tudes lower than the hill tops. 

Dr. Eckener and his officers 
were handling the dirigible like a 
scout plane. The temperature be- 
gan to fall about lunch time and 
for the first time on our trip the 
windows gathered condensation, 
yet we were comfortable in the 
salon, wearing only ordinary cloth- 
ing. At 2000 feet some of the 
passengers wore overcoats. 

We were only 250 miles from 
the Arctic Circle but were not 
really cold—a condition which I 
naturally expected but which sur- 
prised some of the others. Indeed 
we were almost at the spot where 
the lowest winter temperatures in 
the whole world are recorded. 

_Dirigible Sucked Up 450 Fert. 

We threaded our way through 
many great rain squalis, then 
skimmed beneath one great line 
of clouds. It tooked like ticklish 
business. The airship was sucked 
up suddenly for 450 feet and the 
nose scraped through the clouds 
The officers handled the ship with 
great skill and we presently 
emerged from the clouds. 

The Zeprelin’s officers kept all 
movements well in hand and we 
came through the ordeal with fly- 
ing colors. This wasrthe severest 
trial we had experienced up to 
that point im the fourney and both 
Rosendah!] and Richardson, air 
experts, greatly praised the skill 
of the officers of the Zeppelin. 

At this ime we left behind us 
the swampy country and saw un- 
dulating hilis.on the far horizon.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The 
tariff bill in its latest form—the 
form approved by the Republicans 
of the Senate Finance Committee 
in their secret sessions of the last 
two months—was given to the pub- 
lic today. The*Democrats of the 
committee will now have their first 
chance to examine the handiwork 


of the majority. 

On first inspection the bill ap- 
pears to have been slightly im- 
proved from the consumer's point 
of view over the measure as it was 
passed under gag rule by the 
House. It still presents opportu- 
nity for effective attack in the Sen- 
ate by the Democrats and progres- 
sive Republicans. 

Here and there a little whittling 
has been done by the Finance Com- 
mittee Republicans, but the whit- 
tling has affected the high rates of 
the 1929 House bill and not the 
existing rates of the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber bill. The measure § still 
represents, in the aggregate, a large 
iucréase in the present degree of 
protection. 

The Republicans of the Finance 
Committee are yet to finish their 
draft of the administrative sections 
of the bill. In the meantime, the 
Senate, which formally.came back 
into session yesterday, will continue 
tu take three-day recesses until the 
committee is ready to report the 
completed bill. If the present plans 
of the leac rs are realized, the re- 
cesses will end on Sept. 4, though 
it is possible that the bill will not 
be ready even by that time. The 
House is not scheduled to resume 
its sessions till Sept. 23. 

Effort to Appease. Farmers. 

An obvious effort has been made 
by the Finance Committee Repubs 
licans to cut away the argument 
that the proposed tariff of. 1929 
failed to give agriculture its prom- 
ised equality of treatment with in- 
dustry. Whether the result of that 
effort will satisfy the protesting 
farm organizations remains to be 
seen. 

As a fact, the improvemcnt in 
this respect is more apparent than 
real. _ The gross percentage of pro- 
tection accorded to industry is de- 
creased, for example, by the reduc- 
tion in the automobile tax, but ac- 
tually, since the import of automo- 
biles is negligible, the reduction 
amounts to nothing. 

On the side of agriculture, there 
has been an upward revision of 
some of the rates. This will en- 
able the tariff makers to point to 
a higher total percentage of pro- 
tection for the farmer, but as a 
matter of fact the increases in 
most cases will have no practical 
effect. 

360 Changes in Rates. 

Altogether, the committee wrote 
about 360 rate changes into the 
bill. The following summary shows 
the action of the Finance Com- 
mittee Republicans on the sections 
which have provoked the greatest 
controversy: 

Sugar—The world sugar rate was 
reduced from 3 cents a pound, as 
fixed by the House, to 2.75 cents 
and the Cuban rate from 2.40 to 
2.20 cents. The proposed rates 
still represent a material increase 
over thes present world tariff of 
2.20 cents and the present Cuban 
tariff of 1.76. Since actually 1) 
our dutiable sugar comes from 
Cuba, the rate for the consumer o 
bear in mind ts the Cuban rate. 
The committee adopt:d a flat su- 
gar tariff after Senator Smoot had 
abandoned his proposed sliding 
scale. 

Cement.—The committee did not 
touch the proposed House rate of 
8 cents a 100 pounds. Cément ts 
now on the free list. The cement 
rate will be the object of severe 
attack in the Senate. 

Shingles.—Yielding to a wide- 
spread protest, the eommittee re- 
jected the House duty of 25 per 
cent on shingles and put them 
back on the free list. 

Brick.—The House rate of $1.25 
per 1000 on building brick was left

(In this article, the sixteenth of her 
series, Mrs. Willebrandi reviews Su- 
preme Court rulings on vague points in 
the statutes applying to prohibition 
offenses which preceded the passage of 
the famous Jones law. This piece of 
legislation she will deal with subse- 
quently.) 

XVI. Putting the Law to Work. 

EFORE there can be any kind of effective 
B law enforcement, there has to be law, very 

definite and very certain, to enforce. One 
of the great complaints of the antiprohibition- 
ists has been that the thiags done in the name 
of prohibition enforcement have been beyond 
the law. Some of that ts right. With any 
new statute it is of the utmost importance 
early to clarify its interpretation and unify 
its application, This cana only be done by 
carrying disputed points to the highest courts 
for settlement. Much of my effort in the 
past eight years has been in that direction. 

I have watched vigilantly for. about eight 
years the decisions of courts on difficult in- 
terpretations of liquor laws, in the 92 dis- 
tricts of the United States. When a variety 
of opinion arose between Judges I have 
worked to get the question before higher 
courts. When barmony of interpretation could 
not be obtained in the various Circuit Courts 
of Appeal, the question nas been brought to 
the Supreme Court of the United States. Just 
winning the case is much less important than 
clarifying the law. 

With the able assistance of Mahion D. 
Kiefer, who has headed the Appeals Section in 
my office, and Sewall Key, who though pri- 
marily on tax work, has rendered yeoman 
service on many briefs, I have submitted 278 
cases on certiorari briefs to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and have helped 
to settle finally disputed interpretations in 
nearly two scores of cases argued, and briefed 
on the merits. Every one of these decisions 
brought certainty where legal confusion had 
been before. 

Have you not often been in doubt whether 
prohibition agents have a right to stop cars 
on the road? So had we until the law was 
settled about three years ago. The case of 
United States v. Carroll, 267 U. 8. 132, was 
briefed and argued twice in an effort to de- 
cide whether a car can be stopped on the 
highway without agents (first setting a search 
warrant. The Supreme Ccur itself deliber- 
ated over the matter for many months. The 
Chief Justice finally hanied down an opinion 
in 20 pages which reviewed the law from 
ancient times and decided that although 
agents cannot stop just any car they please, 
they may, without a searcan warrant, stop one 
the movements of which they have observed 
enough to be reasonably certain of its viola- 
tion of law. 


A Blow at Rum Runners. |. 
This decision has proved to be a bulwark of 


strength in dealing with tum runners along 
‘the border. The court made it plain that] 
every case must rest on its own facts. But 
the facts which they held sufficient to stop 
and seareh the Carroll car were, first, the 
agents’ knowledge that it tad previously been 
used to carry liquor; second, the fact that it 
was proceeding from the Canadian border: 
and, third, that its springs were very heavily 
weighted down with an unusual load. The 
public is very tiable to break into criticism 
without waiting to know the facts when pro- 
hibition agents stop cars. It is well to re- 
member that the Supreme Court of the United 
States has spoken affirmatively in upholding 
their’ right to do so, under some circum- 
stances. 

Another recent victory ir interpreting and 
strengthening the prohibition law is the case 
of United States v. Marron, 275 U. 8, 192. 

Bootieggers keep their books just like busi- 
ness men.

Government agents in the Marron case went 
into a “blind pig” in San Francisco. They 
arrested the proprietors and seized the books. 
There was much difference of opinion be- 
tween Government lawyers as to whether 
such evidence could be used. With deep con- 
viction I briefed and argued the view that the 
Constitution never intended to throw a mantle 
of protection around records of crime found 
incident to the arrest of a law-breaker. The 
Supreme Court upheld tois view. 

Settling the law in this respect has proved 
of great value in the offensive against big 
liquor violators. They recognize it, too, Re- 
cently I listened to testimony in McNeil Is- 
land Penitentiary of a bootlegger who de- 
scribed how, after the Marron case, the ring 
of which he was a member constructed a 
room under their garage. It opened by a 
trap door in the garage floor which respond- 
ed to an electric switch. In this vault all 
books and papers were kept and all records 
of graft payments and accountings between 
the partners in crime. He said: 

We weren't going to argue with the 
Supreme Court after that Marron case and 
run the risk of our books revealing all 
the inner workings of our business. 1 am 
here taking my jolt, but there are a lot 
‘of our crowd still out because you didn’t 
get our books when you arrested me. 


A Fine Legal Question. 

I have always felt that-the worst prohibli- 
tion offender is the agent or official who 
shuts his eyes to some “favored” violator’s 
acts. It use to be generally believed, how- 
ever, that there was no way to punish such 
an agent other than by reprimanding or fir- 
ing him. This gave him, merely because he 
wore a badge, a kind of sanctimonious im- 
munity that always rankled me. A case en- 
titled United States vs. Donnelly, 276 U. 8. 
505, arose involving the very question, The 
prohibition director of a western state was 
convicted of refusing to prosecute a rum-run- 
ner when he had plain evidence of his viola- 
tion of law. The prohibition director de- 
fended himsef on the ground that the prohi- 
bition act punistied only commissions of 
crime, not omissions on the part of agents 
who failed to report crime. 


It was a nice legal point. Lawyers here 
were split over it and the Supreme Court it- 
self was even finally divided. But I insist- 
ed that Congress intended to catch defaulting 
agents just as much as bootleggers. Mr. 
Mitchel, Attorney-General (then Solicitor- 
General) turned down my first brief and 
wrote one himself on the other side of the 
question. When the case was set down for 
argument again, I persisted in my view and 
Attorney-General Mitchell, like the fairmind- 
ed lawyer that be is, said: “Go ahead. File 
the brief according to your own views, but 
I can’t sign it with you.”

When Foreign Nations Object. . 

Not only has it been necessary to strength- 
en the law at heme by securing a final in- 
terpretation by higher courts of questionabie 
sections of it, but it has’ been’ essential to 
deal with other knotty problems involving fh- 
ternational law to keep the country from be- 
ing flooded with liquor from foreign shores. 

The raiding of a bootleg establishment in 
Chicago without proper search warrant does 
not produce very serious consequences; but 
the seizure of a British ship, even though ac- 
tually laden with intoxicating liquor intended 
for thirsty American throats, may produce 
very serious consequences if the seizure has 
not been in accordance with international 
law. One consequence may be the payment 
of heavy damages by the United States Gov- 
ernment, and another and even more serious 
consequence is the building up of bad feeling 
between nations, 

The extent of the rum-running business be- 
tween foreign shores and the’ United ‘States 
may be gauged by the fact that within two 
years after wé had made a treaty with En- 
gland extending the distance within which wo 
might make captures, 66 British rum-running 
vessels were seized. There were, of course, 
many other English rum ships, as well as 
ships of other nations loaded with liquor tor 
America, that either were not detected or were 
not captured.

: Judges as Legislators. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

HE article by Donald L. Richberg 

on the judiciary as legislators, re- 
printed in one of your recent issues, 
seems timely and pertinent, but I am 
not sure that the situation described is 
a great evil or that it is an evil at all. 

We are taught that the law consists 
of the statutory enactments of the Leg- 
islature as expounded and applied by 
the courts. That hag been the case in 
England for centuries and in the United 
States ever since the Colonies were 
founded. The framers of the Federal 
Constitution must be assumed to have 
had in mind when they wrote the 
Constitution. They must have known 
that the judiciary must co-operate with 
the legislative department in settling and, 
therefore, practically making the law. 
Having distributed the governmental 
functions among the different depart- 
menta, may it not be safely inferred 
that the Constitution actually contem- 
plates co-operation of the judiciary with 
Congress in matters of legislation? If 
so, what valid objection is there against 
the practice in its present form? If it 
be said that Congress represents the 
people, the same may be said with equal 
force of the judges. 

It is true the Federal Judges are not 
elected ‘By a popular vote but they de- 
rive their powers by appointment at the 
hands of an official who is elected by 
the people and specifically charged by 
the Constitution with appointing the 
judges. In this sense the judges repre- 
sent the people to the same extent as do 
the members of Congress and the deci-. 
sions of the judges, in the legal sense, 
are the voice of the people just as much 
as are the laws enacted by Congress. 
The fact that the judiciary may exercise 
a part of the legislative power does not 
vitiate these conclusions. It has never 
been possible to effect a complete and 
absolute separation of the three powers. 
At some point there is always a merger 
of the powers and it is difficult to say 
whether or not the one department en- 
croaches on the other. The executi 
power co-operates with the legislative 
in the enactment of laws. What objec- 
tion is there for a like co-operation by 
the judicial branch of government when 
authorized by the Constitution? 

As for the soundness of the laws s0 
enacted, for my part I would rather have 
my rights depend on a judicial decision 
delivered by a set of selected men after 
elaborate argument and mature delib- 
eration—a decision to which these men 
append their signatures and for which 
they are ready to assume responsibility 
—than to have them depend on legisia- 
tion enacted tumultuously by a horde 
of unknown and often incapable men, 
who give no reasons for their’ decision 
und are frequently subjected to secret 
pressure from special interests, and who 
amume no individual responsibility for 
their acta. .

rights to make some other law effective. She thus 
answers our own inquiry as to whether she considers 
prohibition more important than the Bill of Rights. 
The answer is that she does not. 

Mrs. Willebrandt relates that when the celebrated 

wire-tapping case came up in the State of Washing- 
ton she asked to be excused from prosecuting it for 
the Government. She says: “I thoroughly disap- 
prove of the practice of tapping telephone wires. Ir- 
respective of its legality, I believe it a dangerous and 
unwarrantable policy to follow in enforcing law.” 
The United States Supreme Court subsequently up- 
held the practice, but not without emphatic dissent 
from at least two of the dissenting Justices. It was 
in dissenting to this decision that Justice Brandeis 
warned the country that if the Government itself is 
to become lawless we are headed for anarchy. 
Mrs. Willebrandt’s position in this matter does her 
great credit. It is one not usual with the propon- 
ents of prohibition. They are accustomed to hold 
lightly all those guarantees which interfere with the 
enforcement of the dry laws, and the strength and 
insistence of that view has given color to the deci- 
sions of the highest tribunal in the land. No time- 
serving ought to abrogate such a deliberate and dear- 
ly bought code of liberty as the Bill of Rights, yet 
the prohibition psychosis has been such that not even 
the United States Supreme Court has been able to 
withstand it. The substance of this amazing rever- 
sion upon the part of a free people is excellently put 
in an opinion quoted by Mrs. Willebrandt. It was 
written by United States District Judge Netterer, 
who said in this same wiretapping case: 


The fourth and fifth amendments cannot be 
emasculated so as to give criminals carte blanche 
in the use of the public telephone utility, wheth- 
er the conspiracy is to violate the eighteenth 
amendment and Volstead act, or for the destruc- 
tion of life or property, or, perchance, the over- 
throw of the Goverament. A man’s house is his 
castle, the four walls of his habitation, the in- 
vasion of which was the evil prohibited without 
@ search warrant based on probable cause. These 
amendments do not make the walls of this house, 
or castle, co-extensive with the limits of the city, 
state or nation, and give immunity to criminals 
in carrying forward their unlawful schemes by 
telephonic acitivities. “Such a situation would 
be deplorable and intolerable, to say the least; 
such license cannot be given, and the law-abiding 
people of the community, the state or the nation 

- placed at the mercy of criminals seated in their 
homes, giving command and direction to co-con- 
spirators throughout the city, state or nation, 
and carry forward their criminal activities. The 
people have some rights under these amend- 
ments, as well as the criminals. 

The Post-Dispatch would like to ask Judge Netterer 

this important question: Did the Bill of Rights 
stand in the way of justice throughout the 150 years 
since the republic was instituted, or did this come 
to pass only when prohibition was thrust upon the 
people? The liberties of the people are not in con- 
flict with justice unless justice seeks to enforce an 
unpopular law. Judge Faris of the Federal Court 
im the Eastern District of Missouri recently voiced 
the opinion of a considerable segment of the Federal 
judiciary in this important matter. He notified the 
officers of the State that they could not bring pro- 
hibition cases into the Federal courts unless they 
came with clean hands. He dismissed a case in 
which they had violated the right of castle and en- 
tered the defendant’s home without a warrant. 
The police of St. Louis are now engaged in the 
harassment of beer flats. They raid these places 
without a warrant, and continue to raid them without 
a@ warrant. They are thus violating a law that has 
stood the test of a century and a half, becoming them- 
selves lawless to make effective a law that is now 
less than a decade old and may not last another 10 
years. There will come a time when we will need 
the Bill of Rights much more than we need any re- 
form of the moment. If we are a wise people we will 
hold our guarantees inviolate. It is not they that 
are at fault if they get in the way of justice. It is 
justice herself that is at fault. 
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SINCLAIR IS LICKED. 
It is no surprise to learn that Harry Sinclair is not 
enjoying his summer in jail and would jolly weil like 
to be out of it. We are a bit disappointed, though, 
to read that he has appealed to the President for 
clemency. Throughout the whole tangled tale of the 
oil scandal Sinclair impressed the country as the 
hardest of the hard-boiled—a native son of old Spar- 
ta, who would never whimper, never bend, but would 
take it “on the chin” in the best manner of the stoic. 
Now here he comes, an humble petitioner for official 
favor, with a hard-luck story about the dreariness of 
his confinement, his loss in weight, his anxiety about 
his health. Sinclair's diagnosis of his case is not 
so harrowing as was that of Morse, whom Mr. Taft 
was cajoled into pardoning, and who promptly died 
about 17 years after he was set free, but it belongs to 
that category. We think it unlikely that Mr. Hoover 
will be moved by Sinclair's appeal. Public opinion 
feels that the oil magnate got off lightly for the inso- 
lent lawlessness that bribed a Cabinet officer, de-

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THE FARM BOARD GOES INTO ACTION. 

Two important announcements made by the Fed- 
eral Farm Board yesterday illustrate the uses to 
which its $500,000,000 revolving fund will be put, as 
well as Mr. Hoover's theory of farm relief. It will 
be remembered that Mr. Hoover favors the building 
up, with Federal financing, of “farmer-owned and 
farmer-controlied stabilization corporations which 
will protect the farmer from the depressions and 
demoralization of seasonal gluts and periodical sur- 
pluses.” 
Such an organization is the Federal Fruit Stabil- 
ization Corporation of California, recently formed 
to stabilize the California grape and raisin industry. 
It has arranged for a loan of $9,000,000, half to be 
advanced by the Farm Board, which will be used 
to purchase white grapes from growers and to make 
advances to farmers on their 1929 raisin crop. The 
corporation will endeavor to feed the grapes to the 
market in such a way as to stabilize the price and 
thus accomplish the “orderly marketing” process so 
often described by Mr. Hoover. 
A similar transaction has been made between the 
Farm Board and cotton co-operatives. Through the 
Federal Intermediate Credit Banks, the cotton co-op- 
eratives are already able to obtain loans amounting to 
65 per cent of the crop’s,value. The Farm Board will 
advance an additional 25 per cent, the final 10 per 
cent being furnished by the co-operatives. With this 
fund the co-operatives will be enabled to buy cotton 
from the growers and hold it in reserve until such 
time as it seems propitious to put it on the market. 
The success of the experiment which has been put 
into practical operation by the Farm Board, sound 
enough in theory, depends largely upon the human 
‘element: the men who run the co-operatives and the 
farmers who form their membership. There must be

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TROUT IN MISSOURI. 
Having successfully propagated the rainbow trout 
in the cold streams of the Ozarks, the Missouri Fish 
the Game Department is now going to experiment 
with the German brown trout. The German brown 
trout has been successfully introduced in many West- 
ern streams. It is commonly supposed not to require 
such cold water as the rainbow. 
Unfortunately, there is a feeling among fishermen 
that while the introduction of trout in these waters 
is a success, it is hard on the small-mouth bass. The 
small-mouth bass has always been the glory of the 
Ozark streams. It is counted one of the greatest of 
game fishes. The rainbow trout is a bigger and 
stronger fish. It is also probably more pugnacious. 
The bass seem to disappear from water frequented 
by the rainbow. The latter grow very large. They 
are not infrequently taken in the Ozarks at as high 
as five pounds. In the Colorado lakes they run as 
high as 12 to 15 pounds, while in the Willamette Riv- 
er of Oregon they grow to 25 and 30 pounds. The rain- 
bow is not a true trout. It is a salmon. Neverthe 
lesa, it is a delicious fish and a game fighter. 
It will likely be found that several varieties of 
trout cana live in the Ozark waters.

Tom 
Mooney comes out in the white suit of a 
waiter. If you expect a gaunt zealot you 
are mistaken; or a man whose thick-set 
bulk suggests rough and tumble leadership.

Ten people were killed and with 
vengeance in full cry, with hostile private 
detectives and prosecutors itching to pin 
the deed on to them, Judge, jury and law- 
éuforcing bodies paid scant heed to their 
alibis in the face of assertions by four 
witnesses who ciaimed to have seen tem 
at the scene of the explosion. With time, 
one by one, these witnesses have been ut- 
terly discredited. notably the chief among 
them, a visiting cattleman whose own 
friends have since come forward to prove 
that he was miles from San Francisco at 
the crucial hour. | 

The Judge who tried the case and who 
passed sentence, the living jurors under 
the lead of their foreman, the police cap- 
tains active in the case, citizens in all walks 
of life as well as the Mooney-Billings De- 
fense Committee ang the Pacific Coast 
branch of the Civil Liberties Union, have 
participated in the long-drawn movement 
for pardon, That is the only avenue now 
open for redress.

Under such 
circumstances, the principle of presumptive 
innocence must hold true when the Gover- 
nor, under his pardoning power. becomes 
a tribunal of last resort-—when he is con- 
fronted not with a plea for leniency for a 
guilty man, but with a case which the 
courts themselves are powerless to reopen 
on the basis of fresh and wpsetting facts. 
Uniess new evidence, of which the public 
knows nothing, has come to fill the vacuum 
left by the perjured testimony, the Gover-

tew reindeer browsed on the river 
bank. QOne brown bear was re- 
ported, and two men, camped be- 
side the river,—waved to us in 
amazingly conventional manner. 
Their cows, meanwhile, raced 
around a stock yard. 

An occasional round, wood- 
walled tepee tent, with windows 
cut in the side, was observed. At 
6 o'clock, local time, we left the 
lower Tunguska River and crossed 
in one hour to the tributaries of 
the Lena River. Darkness then 
covered the landscape. 

We snatched a rest during the 
dark hours, only two short ones, 
then rose to see what the -fourth 
day would bring. 

We were heading for Yakutsk. 
Dr. Eckener had figured on reach- 
ing it at 7 o’clock in the morning. 
The country was more dry and 
more fertile than that of the day 
before. Trees were more scattered 
between trails and soon the coun- 
try gave evidence of habitation. 

Two hundred miles from Ya- 
kutsk, we saw the first sign. of 
human occupation. The  peopie 
there lived in permanent houses, 
kept herds of cows, horses and 
some reindeer. In the light of 
breaking day, it was hard to see 
the inhabitants, but all those seen 
: hat vicinity bolted for their 
houses at the first sight of our 
floating monster. 


The houses were poor, and no 
cultivation was observed until we 
had almost reached Yakutsk. 

Our approach to Yakutsk was 
spectacular, with more general ex- 
citement aboard than at any other 
point so far. The town is on a 
river flat near the stream. We 
swept low over the cultivated out- 
skirts of the village streets. These 
were thronged with people. Many 
church towers glistened. Our 
course took us over a cenie- 
tery. When the rear engines 
were retarded we almost hovered 
for a moment as we dropped a 
wreath in memory of German sol- 
diers buried -here. It fell quickly 
and lit on a corner of a post fence 
around graves near the church. 


With Yakutsk passed, the task 
seemed almost done. But there 
was much more to do. Cultivation 
and habitations were soon left be- 
hind as we passed between high 
rou’ d-topped mountains, experi- 
encing very bumpy air at 1700 
meters. The peaks above us are 
much higher than the charts show. 

Sight of Okhotsk Sea reminded 
us we had left Cherbourg only a 
few days ago. It was a tremend- 
ous _moment—a triumph for air- 
ships! 

We turned southward, soon see- 
ing, for the first time, Japanese 
landmarks. Darkness came. We 
dined, too thrilled with the suc- 
cessful crossing of the continent oi 
Asia to feel excited about seeing 
Tokio.

~ ESTIMATE 857,429 


Chamber of Commerce Bureau 
Chief Foresees 900,000 Figure 
in U. S. Count Next Year. 


The last estimate’ of St. Louis’ 
population to be made before the 
decennial census of 1930 has been 


issued by the Chamber of Com- 
merce Research Bureau. The esti- 
mate of the number oft inhabitants 
within the city limits is 857,429. 

The United States Census Bu- 
reau issued annual population es- 
mates up to and inciuding last 
year, but because of the approach 
of the general enumeration, it will 
not do so this year. The Chamber 
of Commerce Bureau, in undertak- 
ing to make an estimate for 1929, 
took the Government’s estimate for 
July 1, 1928, which was 848,100. 
By the s®me method used by the 
Government estimators, it figured 
the increase for the year as 9329, 
giving the present figure of 857,- 
429. 

This will prove a moderate esti- 
mate, when checked up by the 
1930 official figures, the Chamber 
officials think. The Government’s 
method of figuring annual! increase 
is by the so-called empirical for- 
mula. 
age rate of growth of a city over 
a period of years is used to esti- 
mate the growth for the succeed- 
ing period. 

H. M. Drake, director of the 
Research Bureau, said his obser- 
vations had convinced him that 
St. Louis had been growing since 
1924 at a rate much higher than 
that shown by the empirica! for- 
mula. He predicted that the cen- 
sus would show St. Louis as hav- 
ing a population in excess of 900,- 
000, and tlrat the city and St. 
Louis County combined would have 
more than 1,100.00. He estimates 
a present population of 195,000 for 
the County.
